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Continuation of 13. Other: The amended language raises new issues and changes scope of the claim interpretation for the examiner to 
consider and will require further time and consideration. As well Examiner wishes to point out as discussed in the interview the 3rd 
paragraph of the Romanov reference (1 st page) discusses p-doping of the substrate which inherently teaches that substrate will be 
strained as a result of the doping thus changing the material's structure, this is generally useful for heteroepitaxial layering systems. The 
issues regarding the IDS and Foreign Priority have been resolved properly. Examiner thanks applicant's representative for taking time to 
clarify and help rectify those outstanding issues.. 
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
